Guaranteed savings, better 
lighting, lower maintenance 
costs, and a reduction in the 
Carbon footprint. 

The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury held an open 
house on Oct. 28 to intro¬ 
duce its new streetlight ret¬ 
rofit program, which will see 
the town partner with Hon¬ 
eywell to replace all 2,600 
sodium and mercury vapour 
streetlights with high-effi¬ 
ciency LED lamps. 

Honeywell was contracted 
by the County of Simcoe, to 
come up with a energy serv¬ 
ices program that would 
allow member municipali¬ 
ties to make the switch to 
LED lighting, at no additional 

ital costs of the retrofit will 
come from projected annual 
savings, guaranteed. 

Bradford West Gwillim¬ 


bury currently spends more 
than $400,000 in utility costs 
to operate its streetlights. 
Honeywell estimates energy 
savings of over $152,000 
per year, plus a reduction 

$50,000 per year - and a 
reduction in consumption 
equivalent to 199 tonnes of 
carbon, or taking 67 cars off 
the road - with the switch to 

“This is a very impor¬ 
tant project for the Town of 
Bradford West Gwillimbury 
because not only will we be 
saving money every year, it 
will reduce our carbon foot¬ 
print," said Mayor Rob Kef- 
fer at the open house. The 
LED lamps are also “better 
quality, more reliable street¬ 
lights that require less main¬ 
tenance” - and provide a 
cleaner, brighter light, mak¬ 
ing neighbourhoods safer. 

“We have to thank Honey¬ 


well for their innovative pro¬ 
gram that allows municipali¬ 
ties to pay for the retrofits out 
of our annual energy saving,” 
Keffer added. 

The town will pay the $2.01 
million cost of the change¬ 
over with the a $218,000 
SaveOnEnergy grant and the 
projected annual savings, 
over the next 11 years. Any 
savings over and above the 
original estimates, and all 
savings in the 12th year and 
beyond, will accrue to the 
municipality. 

“From our perspective, 
it’s really staff at the town 
that have driven a program 
like this, and it's Mayor and 
council that have endorsed 
it,” said Luis Rodrigues, Hon¬ 
eywell VP, adding that the 
company was “absolutely 
delighted" to add Bradford 
West Gwillimbury to its list 
of clients in Canada. 

“We pride ourselves on our 


leadership throughout North 
America,” Rodrigues said, 
noting that the new technol¬ 
ogy will “serve the town fo 
many years.. It really pro 
motes environmental lead¬ 
ership in the town.” 

He added, "It obviously 
is a very great message. You 
should be proud of what you 
have accomplished here... 
We’re going to make this a 
very successful project, that 
you can all be very proud 
of.” 

The streetlight replace¬ 
ment project is Phase 1 of 
the arrangement with Hon¬ 
eywell, and is expected to 
be completed by the end of 
2015. Phase II includes the 
replacement of lighting at 
the Wastewater Treatment 
Plant, and the 154 decora¬ 
tive streetlights in downtown 
Bradford.

For-sale sign? 


Y ou don’t sell the house to 
pay off the mortgage. 
You’re no further ahead, 
and where do you live? 

It's something that the Wynne 
Liberals ought to consider, 
as they push ahead with the 
planned sell-off of Hydro One 
shares. 

The Ontario Financial 
Accountability Officer Stephen 
LeClair has condemned the 
proposed sale, as providing 
short-term benefit, but long¬ 
term pain - a one-time cash 
infusion to the province’s 
admittedly cash-starved coffers, 
but a long-term loss of revenues 
for years to come. 

More important for consumers 
is the potential loss of control 
over future rate hikes; with 
greater private ownership there 
is an expectation that the focus 
will be on profit-taking and 
dividends. It doesn’t bode well 
for those groups who warn that 
Ontario’s high energy costs 
are already putting businesses 
and farms at a competitive 
disadvantage. 

We have been told that money 


from the sale of Hydro One will 
be invested in transit. Transit is 
good to have - but electricity, in 
our world, is as essential as food 
and water. 

We can't help but wonder if 
there is a hidden agenda - a 
desire to offload hydro because 
the infrastructure requires 
immediate re-investment, 
money that the province doesn’t 
have? Money that the province 
has spent in other ways - such 
as paying off contracts broken 
when gas-powered peaker plants 
in Oakville and Mississauga were 
cancelled? And can someone tell 
us what has happened to the fee 
that is collected on our monthly 
hydro bills, to retire the hydro 
debt? 

There’s a basic problem with 
all of this, and that is that the 
Wynne government made the 
decision to sell off a key public 
asset, without consultation with 
the public. It should have been 
openly-presented, as part of an 
election platform - rather than 
leaving Ontarians to come home 
and discover a for-sale sign on 
the front lawn.

Share the road 
with farm vehicles 


South Simcoe - As farmers har¬ 
vest their crops and move bales of 
hay, before the snow flies, more 
farm equipment and vehicles will 
be travelling on rural roads. 

South Simcoe Police offer these 
tips for motorists: 

. When you see farm equipment 
on the roadway, slow down and 
keep your distance. 

. Assess the situation. Do not 
pass until you are sure it is safe to 
do so, and the way is clear. Watch 
the operator to ensure that he is 
aware of your intention to pass. 

. Watch for flashing amber lights, 
which often mark the extreme right 
and left edges of the equipment. 

. Watch for hand signals. The 
Tractor operator may have to use 
hand signals to indicate his direc¬ 
tion of travel. The operator is also 
likely to have a higher vantage 
point, and be able to see and pre¬ 
dict oncoming traffic or other haz- 


. Farm equipment operators 
should check all lights and ensure 
that they are clean and working. 
Keep lights flashing, even in day- 

. The Slow Moving Vehicle trian¬ 
gular sign should be clean, bright 
and properly mounted on the rear 
of the equipment. 

. Farm vehicles should travel at 
a speed that allows the operator to 
maintain full control at all times. 

. Always signal your turns, and 
make sure that other traffic is aware 
of your intended movement. 

. Make sure all safety equipment 
and chains are properly attached, 
on farming equipment. Check 
before entering the roadway. 

Poor visibility and difference in 
speed are common causes of col¬ 
lisions between farm vehicles and 
other traffic. Motorists are asked to 
watch for slow-moving equipment, 
and slow down. Be patient, be cour¬ 
teous - and share the road.

Holy Martyrs of Japan celebrates 75 years

The history of the Catholic 
church in Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury dates back to 1864, when the 
parish priest from St. John Chrysos¬ 
tom Church in Newmarket would 
say mass for local farmers, at a 
chapel on the 9th Line. 

It wasn’t until 1940, though, that 
the independent Parish of Holy 
Martrys of Japan was established in 
Bradford, with Father Melville Bolan 
as the first priest - and 1957 before 
the first Holy Martyrs of Japan Cath¬ 
olic Church opened its doors, at the 
comer of Queen and Moore Sts. 

Named for the 26 Martyrs of 
Japan, St. Paul Miki and com¬ 
panions, the church had seat¬ 
ing for 300 to 400 people, and for 
over 30 years served a growing 


community. 

The new Holy Martyrs of Japan 
Catholic Church, built on a hilltop 
at 167 Essa St., opened its doors 
in 1990, with seating for over 700 
- incorporating both the original 
altar stone from the 1864 chapel, 
and two statues from the earlier 
Holy Martyrs church. Approxi¬ 
mately 1,200 people celebrate mass 
at the church, every Sunday.

HUNTING 

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council has agreed to change 
its bylaws to support Sunday 

Councillors heard a 
presentation by Ontario 
Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters manager of government 
affairs and policy Greg Farrant 
in support of Sunday hunting. 
Farrant pointed out that hunting 
is the “most cost-effective tool 
for wildlife management" - and 
that crop and livestock losses 
to wildlife predation continue to 
mount in Ontario, as do collisions 
between motor vehicles and deer. 

At the same time, Sunday 
hunting has an economic benefit, 
he said. The estimated 450,000 
licensed hunters in the province 
generate $70 million for fish and 
wildlife programs alone. 

Farrant noted that there are 
169 municipalities that allow 
Sunday hunting during the 
existing hunting seasons - and 
there have been no complaints. 

Council, in Committee of the 
Whole, voted to endorse Sunday 
hunting, and asked staff to bring 
back a draft bylaw - but rejected 
a proposal that the Discharge of 
Firearms be permitted between 
9 a.m. and 9 p.m. on Sundays. 

“9 a.m. is lunchtime for hunters," 
said Deputy Mayor James Leduc, 
proposing that the limits be “sun¬ 
up to sundown.” 

The decision was met with 
applause from members of OFAH

DONATION BINS 

Council, in Committee of 
the Whole, has recommended 



approval of a new bylaw to 
regulate donation bins, following 
complaints of illegal and 
unsightly dumping. 

The new bylaw would require 
the owner or operator of a bin to 
get a licence from the town ty 
January 31,2016; submit a site 
plan indicating the bin’s location; 
and provide proof of general 
liability insurance in the amount 
of $2 million. Only one bin would 
be permitted per property, and 
the operator would require 
permission from the property 
owner. Bins would be banned 
from residential properties, town 
property or road allowances. 

The one-year licences could 
be waived for charities and local 
not-for-profit organizations, 
would cost $200 for other non¬ 
profits, and $400 for for-profit 
companies. The bylaw also sets 
fines for offences. 

“I think it’s a great bylaw.
